He r e one tescher Is 
supposed to teach 75 lo 100 pupils In 
classes rsnglng through the eight 
grsdes of the common school, often 
having forty snd fifty recitations a 
day. No teacher In the world can do 
much under such clrcumsi 
It seems to me that a 
would beloconsolldstethe fifty odd 
schools of the county Into about twen 
ty tlve. repslr or rebuild these twenty- 
live school houses making them at- 
tractive and sanitary. Then put t wo 
or more teachers Into each of these 
schools and let the schoola be graded. 
Two teachers with IM pupils can do

without the usual year's delay In ad- 
justment. 

In the more populous district graded 
schools with ibree to tlve teachers 
should be established, and if they do 
so desire a two years high school 
course can be maintained. 

Then, at the county seat there 
should be a highly efficient High 
School for 1 1 use pupils of the county 
who wish to pursue their studies fur- 
ther, or be tilted for entrance to col- 
lege. 

But, some one objects. such a scheme 
calls for increased taxation. Would 
that people might realize that monev 
paid for education Is an investment 
and not taxation! No investment pays 
a belter Immediate return In Increas- 
ed value of property wherever good 
schools are located; and the increased 
value of the well trained, well edu- 
cated citizen over the Illiterate can- 
not be estimated too highly. 

A local levy of tweuty cents for the 
county at large will be no burden. 
The towns and cliles pay from twen- 
ty live to fifty cents for schools, In ad- 
dlllou to the other municipal taxea of 
seventy live cents to one dollar. 
Scarcely a town Is there In the stale 
which does not pay is mu;h as two 
dollars on the hundrtd. The state 
and county tax in Garrard is only one 
dollar. Twenty cents added will batd 
ly be fell, and with that levy the 
schools can be extended lo eight or 
nine months; teachers can be paid 
from 140 to KHIa month thus attract- 
ing tlrst claaa teachers, the moat Im- 
portant ractor in any school system 
(Jood salaries will bring into the teach- 
ing profession young mso atd women 
of native ability, aud will enable them 
lo take special training 'or their work. 
And here It Is that the High School 
will lie or service to the county 
schools Por the present, at least, 
the county schools must depend upon 
the High School ror the educatlou or 
the teachers who will lake charge 
of the rural schools. Only one In Ave 
of the teachers In the South have had 
Normal School course*: many of them 
are not even High School graduates. 
My plan, and It can be carried out in 
Uarrard county as it is elsewhere, Is: 

1st, A centrally located High 
School, first class lu every respect. 

2d, Two or three graded common 
schools at convenient localities, main- 
taining a two year HtghScIn ioI course. 

3d, Consolidation of the remaining 
schools Into about half the present 
number. 

•I h, A lax levy of twenty cents on 
the hundred dollars lo be distributed 
throughout the county to supplement 
the stale fund. The County Board, 
under the law. has the power to make 
these Improvements. Will 
approve? If uot, why not?

IN THI din. childhood 
of the human race, 
man, not woman, was 
made the central flg 
ure. It appears, of 
much that celebrated

oyer death, the conquest* of mankind 
over the foes that beset and menaced 
the highest but not the strongest of 
the animals Fatherhood was honored 
more than motherhood. In some parts 
of the crude, young world, and the pa 
trlarchal head of the family quite 
eclipsed his mate or mates In such dls 
tlnction as came from obedience to 
the Injunction to "be fruitful and in ul 
tlply and replenish tlM earth" 

It Is different now. In this stage of 
the world's development the festival 
of the renewing and reawakening of 
life Is mainly feminine, notwlthstand 
Ins the fact that It celebrates the rei 
uer reel Ion of the Son of Man. 
Women, not men, make of Easter the 
great spectacle and day of rejoicing 
which It has become In nearly all parts 
of the Christian world. Women pre- 
dominate In the churches Women 
give the Easter at reels their glow of 
color and wealth of charm 

The world understands now, If It 
did not long ago, that woman li the 
high priestess of the temple of life. 
8he Is the mother, the ourae, the 
guardian angel of childhood. She la 
the teacher, the comforter, the home 
builder. 8he takes few lives and saves 
many. She risks her own life that 
others may live. Woman earns her 
primacy In the great festival of the 
year * new birth. 

In the realm of the spirit, also, 
woman Is the priestess of life. She Is 
the embodiment, In a higher degree 
than man. of the hope of the race, the 
buoyancy and faith of the soul, the op- 
timism of trust In the reign of good 
and the triumph of life over death. 
She has more of the resurrection 
•plrlt than man. 

It Is for this reason, quite aa much 
of woman's grace and 
song and laughter, that 
■he fits so preeminently the Kaster 
environment. She has the spirit and
